1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-19 are allowable primarily because the references of record, singly or in 
combination, cannot anticipate or render obvious the following limitations (in 
combination as recited in independent claims 1 and 10): performing a first etching 
process to remove portions of each of the following layers: the second metal, the 
semiconductor, the first insulating, the first metal, and the transparent conductive; 
wherein removing all of these layers provides either source/drain electrodes or 
gate/common lines. In other words, the current invention uses a "single" etching process 
to remove all of the layers (specified above), whereas the prior art processes use a "first" 
etching process to pattern/remove a single or double layer (i.e., to remove/pattern a first 

» 

metal layer and/or a transparent conductive layer) in order to provide gate/common lines.
